The White House remained si- 
lent—and in this case one may 
assume silence gave consent. 
The White House thinks about 
Joe McCarthy what every open- 
minded American thinks. A good 
guess would be all hands were 
very happy to have brother Ar- 
thur speak up. It was high time 
someone did. 

Anyhow, however preposter- 
ous it may seem to us, the idea 
is pretty much around in Europe 
that Joe McCarthy and his 
crowd have a veto on American 
policy—and no free nation is 
going to follow Joe’s totalitarian 
idea that the way to preserve 
liberty is to abolish it. 

The London Sunday Observ- 
er’s comment was that the Ei- 
senhower Administration has 
shown so far ‘‘that it cannot 
educate; that it will ride the 
tides of opinion rather than at- 
tempt to direct them. The 
running argument between the 
United States and its allies could 
conceivably develop the seeds 
of a new isolationism which the 
Eisenhower administration

Almost all the foreign press— 
England, Italy, France, et al, 
noted that in all the world not 
a single first class power joined 
us on the Imdian vote.

Schools throughout Georgia are 
opening with new record enrollments, 
bearing out predictions that fresh crises: 
would confront many communities this 
yeaf.in their attempts to provide class- 
rocm space.- As in the past several 
years, ‘the megest jump was in the first 


grade... 

| Tra. Warrel}, Atlanta superin- 
tén reports a leveling off of enroll- 
ment in kindergarten classes, suggest- 
ing that this offers hope for future 
alleviation of crowded conditions. This 
may be an optimistic view, for there has 
been no decline reported in the birth 
rates of Atlanta and Georgia. 


The constantly increasing first grade 
enrollments of the past few years are 
now. showing up in the higher grades. 
Most’ communities are pressed for 
teachers, tacilities, classroom space,‘and 
rec reational equipment. The increase 
has been-so rapid that most communi- 
ties not ‘only did not anticipate their 
crises, but economic conditions were 
such that. the dented demand 
could not be met’ 

We, therefore, have been faced with 
a state-wide edutatignal problem that 
is taxing our resotirce#“and planning to 
the hilt. We are making progress, but 
it is wishful thinking to suppose that 
the situation will solve itself. 

Georgia is not alone with its prob- 
lem. American schools and colleges are 
errolling an estimated 26,949,700 stu- 
dents this fall—about 2,000,000 more 
than last year. Dr. Lee M. Thurston, 
United ,States Commissioner of Educa- 
tiom, says that 10,000,000 more will be 


added to this number by 1960. Py 


There is a shortage of 345,000 class- 
rooms in the nation this fall with three 
out of five of those in use being over- 
crowded. The shortage of teachers is 
listed at 72,000, with neither teachers 
nor classrooms being added at a rate to 
meet the growing need. 

Despite these conditions, Georgians 
and people all over the nation are 
spending more money than ever in his- 
tory on their schools. It looks as if 
they will have to do even more unless 


the quality of public education is to fall, . 


Here in Georgia, there are some 90 
00U more children between the ages of 
1 and 5 years than planners of the 
Minimum Foundation Program for Edu- 
cation anticipated. 

No, the educational problem is-«far 
from solved. Accenting its importance 
is a report by Mrs. Oveta Culp Hobby, 
following warnings by FBI Chief J. 
Edgar Hoover, of a continued alarming 
increase in juvenile delinquency. She 
pointed out that by 1960 the nation will 
have 42 per cent more children than in 
1950 and within the past three years 


the incidence of juvenile delinquency -° 


has jumped 17 per cent. 

Good schools are as necessary in 
curbing juvenile crime as are competent 
parents and good churches. Somehow 
or other, Georgia and the other states 
of the nation must find the answer. It 
will not be cheap or easy.

From simple beginnings in Missouri and 
Kentucky, the two men had reached two 
coveted pinnacles and their careers remind 
us again, if we need to be reminded, of the 
vitality: of the legend—which isn’t a legend 
at all—that ours is a land of opportunity. 
The miracle, which is not a miracle in our 
country, is exemplified in the present occu- 
part of the White House, a farm boy from 
Kansas, who also was a good friend for 
many years of the late Chief Justice. 

The two men, Harry Truman and Fred 
Vinson, exhibit contrasts that are common 
in politics as in other .walks of life. As a 
political leader, Mr. Truman was, and is, 
dramatic, forthright, often uncompromis- 
ing, a direct actionist. The Chief Justice, 
though a man of firm principle, usually 
sought his objectives by less aggressive 
methods. He was skillful in bringing men 
together by the: process of persuasion and 
give-and-take. 

The contrast of character and method 
was manifest in the part that each man has 
played in one of the great issues of this 
time. 

The great issue referred to is civil rights. 

Striking in the contributions that each 
has made in his own way—and very praise- 
worthy—is the fact that each came from 
Southern border state backgrounds.- That, 
too, is in the American tradition. 

The former President struck boldly, un- 
equivocally and without compromise for the 
whole catalogue of civil rights spelled *out 
for him by a commission representing vary- 
ing viewpoints that he had appointed—and, 
by standing there, unmoved, taking the 
brickbats full in the face, he widened the 
split in his party. He won at the same 
time the loyal devotion of those for whom 
he had fought, 

As contrasted with the belligerent role 
of the former President, it fell-upon the 
Chief Justice to do his part,in the highest 
court of our land which, often in the past, 
has itself written the law as well as his- 
tory—for we know how it helped to make a 
war once by the Dred Scott decision. 

Chief Justice Vinson’s contribution—and 
it was a great one—was to pull the court 
together unanimously behind the decision 
he, himself, wrote in the Oklahoma and 
Texas cases holding that Negroes must be 
admitted to graduate schools of state-sup- 
ported colleges on the same basis as white 
students. As a unanimous decision, it 
would carry more weight in the South, and 
that has been demonstrated in what is hap- 
pening in Southern colleges.

Probing Varied Tax Laws 


Atlanta—Federal law requires the em- 
ployer to withhold: 20 plus 3 per cent from 
each payment due the small wage earner. 
More than a third of the $635,000,000 fed- 
eral taxes taken from Georgia in 1952 were 
withheld from the small wage earner before 


he was permitted to even see his pay. After 
paying $635,000,000 in federal taxes, Geor- 
gia received in federal grants only $140,- 
000,000. 


From the remaining 77 cents which the 
small wage earner takes home, he must 
pay the 3 per cent state sales tax and a 
concealed federal tax which composes 45 
per cent of the retail price of everything 
he buys. After having 23 per cent deducted 
from his pay and paying the retail prices 
which conceal these taxes, there is little 
left to provide family necessities and noth- 
ing left with which to provide for parents. 


Senate Resolution 47, Feb. 23, 1953, au- 
thorizes the president of the Georgia Sen-

Czechs Told 
Pay or Quit 
World Bank 


By FRANK O'BRIEN © 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 9 (#—The 
executive directors of the World 
Bank announced today they would 
take up a resolution to suspend 
Czechoslovakia unless it completes 
payment of its share of the bank’s 
capital by Dec. 31. : 

Czechoslovakia is the only Iron 
Curtain country included among 
the bank’s 55 member nations. 

Discussion of the Czech status in 
the bank was scheduled for an aft- 
ernoon session closed to the press. 
There was no indication whether 
final action would be taken at that 
time or when an announcement 
would be made. 

The decision to consider the res- 
olution was announced shortly aft- 
er governors of the bank and of its 
twin institution, the International 
Monetary fund (IMF), opened: 
their annual joint meeting here. 
REJECT RED. CHINA 

One of their first actions was to 
reject an effort to substitute Red 
China for Nationalist China as a 
member?’ The proposal, made by 
Czechoslovakia, was rejected on a 
show of hands. 

The United States was among 
those opposing the move. India and 
Yugoslavia voted for the resolu- 
tion. There were many abstentions. 

Read at the opening session was 
a message from President Eisen- 
hower pledging full support for in- 
ternational’ efforts aimed at ‘‘the 
quickening of trade,” the develop- 
ment of resources and the stabili- 
zation of world currencies—prime 
objectives of both the bank and the 
fund.

(Sports Editor Furman Bisher interrupts his SEC football 
tour today because of another sports editor, You'll see why). 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Sept. 9—Three hundred and 
25 chickens gave their lives Tuesday in honor of a prac- 
tical joker with baby blue eyes and a string of victims 
from Owen Brennan to Jim Tatum, from New Orleans 
to Maryland, from Natchez to St. Joe. His drawing 
power was merely astonishing, for because of him, 
Bobby Jones, Jack Dempsey and Red Grange got to- 
gether on the same dais. It may have been the first, and 
it surely will be the last time it ever happened. 

The reason it’s so astonishing, he’s a sports editor. And usu- 
ally, sports editors are rather dull subjects, surely not. cause for 
heavy attendance when placed on open exhibit. Freddie Russell, 
though, has been on the job at the 
Nashville Banner for 25 years, and any 
sperts editor who can survive such a 
period of such a life most certainly de- 
serves a free meal.

Definitions of Fabries 


Helpful in Decorating 


By DOTTY LUNDY 
With so many fabrics and finishes on the market now the 
homemaker often wonders if a certain label denotes durability 
in a material or just plain double talk. 
For better buying, fabric authoritiés have described some of 
the decorative materials you will select this fall to make the 
guest room gayer or daughter’s room daintier. 


Antique satin and satin: An- 
tique satin is woven with 
slubbed yarn—yarn with soft, 
uneven places put there inten- 
tionally. This gives an interest- 
ing textured surface, resistant 
to soil and wear. Satin is a 
basic weave which has a smooth 
surface, a lustrous face and 
dull back. 

Chromspun taffeta: Taffeta 
from acetate yarns which comes 
in a myriad of colors—a lus- 
trous fabric that is fast to laun- 
dering, dry cleaning, sunlight 
and atmospheric fumes. 


CANVAS WEAVE 


Clipper sailcloth: A_ strong, 
beautifully woven canvas type 
weave in a wide color range. 
Good decorative fabric for hard 
use as well as beauty. 

Documentary print: A design 
that is an exact replica of a 
pattern from early days. The 
more classical motifs of the 
early 18th century’ are often 
reproduced. 

Glazed chintz: A good quality 
chintz treated with a patented 
resin that produces a finish and 
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GLAZED 


a glaze durable to repeated 
laundering and dry cleaning. 
This finishing process reduces 
shrinkage to less than 2 per 
cent and increases soil resist- 
ance. 

LUSTER TREATMENT 


Mercerized: A treatment with 
caustic soda which makes cot- 
tons lustrous, stronger and 
more absorbent. Used exten- 
Sively today. 

Plisse: A thin cotton fabric 
chemically treated to shrink 
part of the material, giving it 
a wrinkled effect which is un- 
harmed by repeated launder- 
ings. Pressing after drying 

lisse helps shape it and 
Straighten out double thick- 
nesses at hems. 

Provincial design: A _ neat, 
well-spaced pattern consisting 
of simple but conventionalized 
motifs such as stylized flowers.

Over Will 


DEAR MARY HAWORTH: I 
have been informed by my doc- 
tor that I have six months or less 
to live. Years ago when our 
children were smail my husband 
insisted that I sign a will leav- 
ing everything to him. His argu- 
ments were many and, much to 
my later regret, I signed the 
will. At the time, of course, I 
trusted him and his generosity. 

We have considerable property 
now, and I should like for my 
share to go to the children. It 
is about making a new will that 
I wish advice. When I speak of 
the old will, or of making a 
new one, my husband threatens 
all sorts of reprisals against the 
children, should I make a new 
will. 

I helped my husband build up 
his business, and gave him 
financial aid to start, a fact he 
never mentions (you can sense 
the hurt there). I’ve always let 
him bully me, but I’d like to 
stand on my own feet about this 
will. R. R. 

DEAR R. R.: May I commend 
you on the moral health and 
strength of character manifest 
in your composure, as you ask 
help in putting your life in order, 
Evidently the spiritual discipline 
of living with a despot husband 
has earned you the grace of 
fortitude in facing the unknown, 
as yet beyond our ken. 

Now, about the will you’d like 
to make, leaving your property 
to the children; just what is 
your special worry? Is it your 
idea that you haven’t the au- 
thority to take such a step with- 
out your husband’s knowledge 
and endorsement? I’ve talked 
with two specialists in law, who 
know about probate rulings in 
your jurisdiction, and their views 
are quite reassuring. 

It isn’t clear what property 
you have but,-in any case, your 
husband is entitled to one-third of 
it, in some _ states on your 
death, whether wr not you leave 
a will. But, beyond that, you 
may dispose of your estate as 
you see fit, leaving the bulk to 
your children if you choose. All 
that is necessary, my consult- 
ants say, is to have your last 
will and testament ‘‘properly 
executed.” ‘ 

To properly execute your will, 
these advisers say, you must 
know the legal effects of the 
wording used—as for example, 
“I leave all my property of 
every kind in equal shares to 
my children.’’ And the instru- 
ment must be signed by you in 
the presence of three rational 
adult witnesses. 

Your lawyer may insert a spe- 
cific clause to say, ‘‘All previous 
wills made by me are hereby 
revoked.” 

If your husband is close to 
the family lawyer, and you pre- 
fer other counsel,. take the 
problem to the Legal Aid Society, 
or to the Legal Reference Bureau 
of your city Bar Association.

Cold water or any water appar- 
ently takes out some of the chem- 
icals that create flavor, Eldon L.

Flavor loss from water was 
measured by panels of human 
tasters. Pippen said the tests were 
on previously-frozen birds and that 
ice water might not have such an 
effect upon freshly slaughtered 
chickens. 

Fat has little to do with the 
flavor of a chicken, he finds. The 


‘meat itself is the main source, 


with some flavor coming from the 
bones and skin. The research is 
part of a study to learn what the 
chemical nature of chicken flavor 
is. That knowledge could lead to 
tastier Sunday dinners. 

A potent new tablet against high 
blood pressure was reported by 
Ansel P. Swain and Sara K. Nae- 
tgele of. McNeil Laboratories, Inc., 
Philadelphia. 

In animals, it is the most active 
drug taken by mouth yet found to 
act upon sympathetic nerves in- 
volved in high blood pressure, he 
said. Not yet on the market, it 
is being tested on humans. 

The drug, named dibozane, is 
one in a family of drugs. called 
piperazines. Swain said one dose 
works for hours and the drug has 
not shown any bad effects upon 
animals, even when taken over a 
long period of time.

Rails, Oils 
Lead Quiet 
Stock Sales 


By RADER WINGET 

NEW YORK, Sept. 9—#—The 
stock market held steady today 
in a routine performance. 

_ Today's market was like yes- 
terday’s, steady prices and quiet 
trading throughout the session. 

Gains seldom went as high as a 
point in key segments of the 
market. Losses were likewise re- 
stricted. 

Railroads did well along with 
many oils, utilities, chemicals, 
radio-televisions, and building 
materials. 

DISTILLERS SAG 

No section of the list could be 
classed as being under pres- 
sure, but sagging a little were the 
coppers and distillers. 

The market since last week has 
recovered a small portion of its 
sharp decline started when the 
Korean truce was implemented. 

The Associated Press average 
of 60 stocks held unchanged to- 
day at $104.10, which is only $1.70 
above the low point of the year 
reached a week ago Monday. 

The industrial component of the 
average was Off 10 cents, the rail- 
roads were up 10 cents, and the 
utilities remained unchanged. 

The list was composed of 1,042 
individual issues, 51 more than 
yesterday. There were 381 
gainers and 379 losers—which 
gives a good idea of the balance 
in the market. | 
VOLUME UP 

Two new highs were attained— 
Real Silk Hosiery Mills and New 
York Shipbuilding. 

Volume amounted to 860,000 
shares, up considerably from yes- 
terday’s 740,000 shares. That was 
the lowest in four years. 

Real Silk directors proposed 
purchase of the company’s com- 
mon from stockholders at $25 a 
share. The stock yesterday was 
up 1% and today it added 3 points 
to close at 24%. The company 
said details of the purchase plan 
would be announced later. 

American Telephone topped the 
most active list unchanged at 
155%. 
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The general trend during the 
past two decades has been, and 
is, toward consolidation with 
fewer and larger individual con- 
cerns handling an ever-increasing 
volume of business. 


Total food expenditures of con- 
sumers rose from $18 billion in 
1930 to $53 billion, or about 25 
per cent of all consumer expendi- 
tures, in 1950. Expenditures per 
capita, even allowing for the rise 
in food prices, increased nearly 
50 per cent. 

Higher prices account for some 
of the increase, but the main 
point is Americans eat better 
than ever before and more effi- 
cient operations are always need- 
ed to fill their food wants. 

Latest figures show that the 
total number of establishments 
engaged in the processing of food 
have decreased at least 33 per 
cent since 1930, whereas the num- 
ber of workers in such places 
has risen by 47 per cent. 

There have been revolutionary 
changes in methods of process- 
ing and storing foods, and in 
their retailing. 

Storage has been radically mod- 
ified by the growth of refrigera- 
tion. By 1949, refrigerated food- 
storage capacity, exclusive of 
meat-packing house storage, had 
increased to 43 per cent of total 
storage capacity. From 1925 to 
1945 sharp-freezer (zero degrees 
and below) capacity practically 
doubled. 

Warehouses were formerly con- 
centrated in rail-terminal and 
port areas but the rapid growth 
of the motor trucking industry 
and refrigeration made it pos- 
sible to locate them nearer fro- 
zen food production areas or at 
intermediate points favoring fast- 
er distribution to dealers. 


The most important change in 
food retailing since 1930 has un- 
doubtedly been the rise of the su- 
permarket, with its development 
of such typically modern meth- 
ods as pre-packaging and self- 
service. 

These methods have largely dis- 
placed bulk products, delivery 
and credit in food stores, and en- 
couraged widespread once-a-week 
shopping by consumers. The lat- 
ter trend is possible because of 
the growth of adequate refrigera- 
tion in the average American 
home.

$27 Billion 
Expansion 
To Set Mark 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 9—(PR— 
Business expansion will drop off 
“‘moderately’”’ during the last 
months of 1953 but expansion for 
the year as a whole will reach a 
record high, the Commerce de- 
partment predicted today. 

The department’s latest sur- 
vey—the first since the Korean 
truce—showed that business will 
pour $27,800,000,000 into new 
plants and equipment in 1953, 5 


per cent more than in 1952. This 
is slightly higher than the de- 
partment predicted this summer 
and still higher than was er 
early this year. 


PEAK PERIOD 


The new survey showed that 
expansion should be at its peak 
during the current July-through- 
September period and then drop 
off almost 5 per cent in the 
October-through-December period. 


‘The fourth quarter spending will 


be higher than that in the first 


quarter of 1953, however, accord- Oct. 


ing to the survey. 

With allowances made for sea- 
sonal changes, the rate of ex- 
pansion spending on an annual 
basis should hit $28,420,000,000 in 
the current quarter, and drop to 
$27,080,000,000 in the _ fourth 
quarter. These figures compare 
to $28,060,000,000 in the second 
quarter and $27,180,000,000 in the 
first quarter. Business spent a 
total of $26,455,000,000 in 1952. 


SEE DECLINE 

Declines in expansion spending | ¥ 
rates during the fourth quarter 
are anticipated by all major in- 
dustry groups except mining, con- 
struction , communications, _ fi- 
nance, wholesale and retail trade 
and services, the survey showed.

How safely do you drive? 
How prone are you to accidents? 


What is your dépth of percep- 
tion; how steady are your nerves, 
how broad is your vision, and/or 
how rapidly do you react to 
traffic hazards? 


If you are among the hundreds 
of thousands of Georgians who 
have state drivers licenses and 
have not submitted to a modern, 
scientific driver’s test, you prob- 
ably don’t know. But the 182

POINT SYSTEM 

Beginning in 1948, City San- 
itary Engineer Stafford Graydon, 
appalled at mounting, costly, ac- 
cidents, instituted a point system. 
Drivers held responsible for acci- 
dents got demerits. An accumula- 
tion meant dismissal. 

It was partially effective. 
Accidents were reduced from 183 
in 1948 in which 60 city drivers 
were at fault, to 93 with 33 drivers 
at fault in 1951. 

Even though accidents were vir- 
tually halved, Mr. Graydon and 
his associates were dissatisfied, 
and the 1952 Plan of Improvement 
with its additional 52 pieces of 
equipment from Fulton County 
causéd accidents to soar again. 
There were 161 accidents in 1952 
and 70 city drivers were blamed. 


TEST GADGETS

Coronary Patients 
Must Avoid Fatigue 


The coronary problem is be- 
coming a common expression in 


medical circles when discussing 


coronary thrombosis, the most 
common type of heart disease. 
The origin of the disorder is nar- 
rowing, or obstruction, of the cor- 
onary arteries as a result of the 
aging process. The importance of 
these vessels lies in the fact that 
they supply the heart muscle 
with blood. 

Coronary thrombosis is the 
most common cause of death aft- 
er the age of 50. 

The condition also is becoming 
of special interest to industry. 

Not long ago, for example, a 
large business concern lost six 
of its key executives from cor- 
onaries within two years. This is 
a blow to any organization be- 
cause executives are men with 
years of experience and they 
have been singled out because 
of special abilities. 


thrombosis is one of the leading 
causes of death, the outlook is 
not as dismal as it sounds. Fifty 
years ago heart disease was not 
publicized as a killer because in- 
fections led the list. Most peo- 
ple didn’t live long enough to ac- 
quire hardening of the coronary 
arteries. 

It is encouraging also to néte 
that nowadays more than eight 
out of 10 persons who develop 
an attack of coronary thrombosis 
survive; many encounter 12 or 
more attacks before the end 
finally comes.
